of ſickneſſe 4 maladies by theſe meanes growe 
vppon and amongſt men , whereby moe men 
are conſumed at the length. then are by dint of 
woꝛde ſodenly layne in the feelde, So that 
not only peſtilences, but alto al other ſtclneſle, 
diſeaſes , and maladies do folowe rebelſton, 
which are muche moze hoꝛrible then plagues, 
peſtilences, anddiſeaſesſent directly krom god, 
as hereafter ſhall appeare moꝛe plapnely. 
And as fo2 hunger and famine , they are the 
peculiar companions of rebellion : koꝛ whyles 
rebels do in ſhozt tyme ſpoyle and conſume all 
cone and neceſlarie pꝛouilion, whiche men 
with their labours had gotten and appoynted 
bppon , fo: their finding the whole pere after. 


and alſo do let al other men, huſbandmen, and 


others, from their hulbandꝛie, and other necel⸗ 
ſarte wozkes, whereby pꝛouilion ſhoulde be 
made fo: times to come, who ſeeth not that ex⸗ 
treme famine and hunger mult needes ſhoꝛtly 
enſue and folowe rebellion? Now wheras the 
Wyle kyng and godly pꝛophete Dauid tudged 
warre to be woꝛſe then epther famine oz peſtt- 
lence , fo2 that theſe two are often ſuffered by 
God, foꝛ mans amendment, and be not finnes 
of them ſelues: but warres haue — 2 
; inne 
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ſinnes and miſchiefesof men vpon the one ſide 
oꝛ other iopned with them, and therefoze is 
warre the greateſt of theſe woꝛldly miſchiekes: 
but of all warres, ciuil warre is the wozſt,and 
karre moꝛe abominable pet is rebellion then 
any ciuill warre, being vn woꝛthy the name of 

any warre, fo farre it exceedeth all warres in 

all naughtineſle in almiſchiefe, and in al abo⸗ 

minatton. And therekoꝛe our fauiour Cheilte Mat u. b 25 
denounceth deſolation and deſtruction to tas 
Bealme, that by ſedition and rebellion is diui⸗ 
ded in it telle. Nowe as J haue lhewed bekoze, 
that peſtilence c famine, ſo is it yet moꝛe euidẽt 
thãt al the calamities, miſeries, and miſchietes 
ol warre,be moꝛe greeuous, q do moꝛe folowe 
rebellion then any other warre as being karre 
wozle then all other warres. Foz not onlye 
thoſe oꝛdinarie and vluall miſchiefes and mi⸗ 
ſeries of other warres do folowe rebellion , as 
coꝛne, and other thinges necellarie to mans 
ble to be ſpoyled, houſes, villages, townes, ct- 
ties to be taken, ſacked, burned, and deſtroyed, 
not only many wealthy men, but whole coun- 
treps to be impoueriſhed, a vtterly beggered, 
many thoulandes of men to be ſlapne a mur⸗ 
thered, women a maides to be violated and des 
flowzed:which thinges when they are done by 
koꝛraigne enemies, we do much mourne,as we 
haue great cauſes , yet are all theſe nuſeries 
without any wickedneſſe wzougyt by any our 
countrepmen. But when thele miſchietes are 
w2ougyt in rebellion by them that ſhouldebe = 
N E mt kreendes, 
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freendes,by countreymẽ by kinſmen, by thoſe 

that ſhoulde defende their countrey, and coun⸗ 
treymen from ſuch miſeries, the miſerie is no- 
thing lo great, as is the miſchiefe and wicked» 
nes when the ſubtectes vnnaturally do rebell 
againſt their pꝛince, whoſe honour g1yte they 
ſhoulde defende , though it were wich loſle of 
their owne liues: countreymen to diſturbe the 
publique peace, and quietneſſe of their coun⸗ 
trey,foz defence of whoſe quietneſle they ſhould 
ſpende their liues: the bzother to ſeeke. #often 
to woꝛke the death of his bꝛother, the ſonne of 
the father , the father to ſeeke oꝛ pꝛocure the 
death of his ſonnes, being at mans age, and by 
their faultes to diſherite their innocent childꝛẽ 
and liynſmen their hepꝛes koꝛ euer, koꝛ whom 
they might purchaſe liuynges and landes, as 
naturall parentes do take care and paynes, 
and be at great coſtes and charges: and vnt- 
uerſally in ſteade of all quietnelle,toy, and felt- 
citie, whiche do folowe bleſſed peace a due obe⸗ 
dience, to bꝛing in all trouble, loꝛo we, diſquiet⸗ 
nelle of myndes and bodpes, and all miſchiefe 
and calamities, to turne all good oꝛder vplide 
downe, to bꝛing all good lawes in contempt, 
and to treade them onder feete, to oppꝛeſſe all 
vertue and honeſtie, and all vertuous and ho⸗ 
neſt perlons, and to ſet all vice and wickednes, 
and all victous and wicked men at libertie, to 
woꝛke thetr wicked wylles, which were befoze 
bꝛidled by holſome la wes, to weaken, to ouer⸗ 
thꝛowe, and to conlume the — 
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Realme their naturall countrey, aſwell by the 
{pending and waſtyng of the monep and trea⸗ 
ſure of the pꝛince and Realme, as by murthe⸗ 
ring of the people of p ſame. their owne coun- 
treymen, who ſhoulde defende the honour of 
their pꝛince, and libertie of their countrey a⸗ 
ga pnſt the inuaſionof foꝛraigne enemies: and 
ſo tinalip to make their countrep thus bytheir 
milcheete weakened, redie to be a pꝛay and 
ſpoyle to al outward enemies that wil inuade 
it, to the vtter and perpetuall captiuitie, flaue- 
rie, and deſtruction ot all their countrepmen, 
their childꝛen, their friendes, their kinſtolkes, 
left aliue, whom by their wicked rebelltõ they 
pꝛocure to be deliuered into the handes of koꝛ⸗ 
ra igne enemies. as muche as in them doth lye. 
In fozraigne warres our countreymen in ob⸗ 
tainyng the victoꝛie, wynne the pzayſe of va⸗ 
liauntneſle, yea a though they were ouercom⸗ 
med and llayne. yet wynne they an honeſt com⸗ 
mendation in this woꝛlde, and dye in a good 
conlcience, foꝛ ſeruyng God, their punce , and 
their countrey, and be childꝛen ob eternall ſals 
uation : But in rebellion ho we deſperate and 
ſtrong lo euer they be. yet wyn they lyame here 
in fighting againſt God, their pzince, a coun⸗ 
frey, and therefoze iuſtly do fall headlong into 
hell yl they dye, and liue in ſhame and kearkull 
conſcience, though they eſcape.

tectes howe highly God is diſpleaſed with the 


murmuryng and eupll ſpeakyng ol ſubiectes 
agaynſt their pzinces, fo2 that as the ſcripture 
recoꝛdeth, their murmure was not agaynſt 
their pꝛince onely, bepng a4 moztall creature,

that (not withſtanding his rebeilion ) his lpke 
ſhoulde be ſaued: when foz theſe conliderati⸗ 
ons, moſt men were afraid to lap their handes 
'bpd him, a great tree ſtretching out his arme. 
as it were loꝛ that purpoſe, caught him by the 
great and long buche of his goodly heere, lap⸗ 

ping about it ag he tled haſtyly bareheaded vn- 
der the layde tree, and ſo hanged him vp by the 
DES F tit heere 
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beere of his head in the ayꝛe, to geue an eternal 
document, that neither comipneſſe of perſo- 
nage, neither nobilitie, noꝛ fauour of the peo» 


ple, no no: the fauour of the king him ſelfe, can 


ſaue a rebell from due punichment: God the 
king of all kinges being ſo offended with him, 
that rather then he ſhoulde lacke due execution 
koꝛ his treaſon, euery tree by the wap wyll be a 
gallous oꝛ gibbet vnto him, and the heere of 


his owne head wyll be vnto him in ltead ok an 


Achitophel

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haulter to hang him vp with, rather then he 
ſhoulde lacke one: I fearefull example of Gods 
puniſhment (good people) to conſpder. Nowe 
Achitophel, though otherwyſe an exceedyng 
wyke man, pet the miſcheuous counteller of 


* Fbfolon, in this wicked rebellion, fo2 lacke of 


an hangman , a conuenient ſeruttour fo2 ſuch 
a traptour, went and hanged vp him ſelfe, a 
wozthy ende of all falſe rebelles, who rather 
then they ſhoulde lacae due execution, wpll by 
Gods iuſt iudgement, become hangmen vnto 
them ſelues. Thus happened it to the caps 
tapnes of that rebellion: beſpde kourtie thou⸗ 
lande of raſcall rebels ſlayne in the feelde , and 


in the chaſe . Lykewpſe is it to be ſeene in the 


holp ſcriptfires, howe that great rebellion 


which the traptoꝛ Seba moued in Jſrael, was 


ſodenly appeaſed, the head of the captaine trai⸗ 
tour, (by the meanes of a ſeelie woman) beyng 
cut of . And as the holy ſcriptures do ſhewe, ſo 
doth dayly experience pꝛoue, that the counſels, 
conſpiracies , and attemptes of rebels, * 


foke effect; neither came to good, but tomoll 
hoꝛrible ende. Foꝛ though God do often tymes 
pꝛoſper iuſt a lawful enemies, which be no ſub⸗ 
iectes, agaynſt their fozratgne enemies pet dyd 
he neuer jong pꝛolper rebelltous ſubiectes g- 
gaynſt their pꝛince, were they neuer ſo great in 
aucthoꝛitie, oꝛ lo many in number. Flue pꝛin⸗ 
ces, oꝛ kynges, ( toꝛ ſo the ſcripture tearmeth 
them) with al their multitudes,coulde not pꝛe⸗ 
uayle againſt Chodozlaomoz, vnto whom they 
had pꝛomiled loyaltie and obedience, and had 
continued in the ſame certapne yeres, but they 
were all ouerthꝛowen and taken pziſoners by 

him: but A bꝛaham with his kamilie and kinſ- 
folkes, an handkull of men in reſpect, owyng 
no ſubiection vnto Chodozlaomoz, ouerthzew 
phym and all his hoaſt in battell, and recoue⸗ 
red the pꝛiſoners, and deliuered them. So that 
though warre be ſo dꝛeadtul and crueta thing, 
as it is, yet doth God often p2oſper a fewe in 
lawfull warres with kozraigne enemies, a- 
gaynſt many thoulandes: but neuer yet pzoſ- 
pered he ſubtectes beyng rebels agaynſt their 
naturall ſoueraigne, were they neuer lo great 
02 noble, ſomanp, ſo ſtout, fo witty,and polli⸗ 
tifie, but al wapes they came by the ouerth:ow, 
and to a ſhametull ende: ſo much doth God abs 
hoꝛre rebelliõ. moꝛe then other warres, though 
other wiſe beyng lo dzeadfull, and fo great a de⸗ 
ſtruction to mankinde, Though not only great 
multitudes of the rude and raſcall commons, 
but ſometime allo men of great wyt, nobilitie, 
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and aucthoꝛitie haue moued rebellidsagainf 
their la wetull pꝛinces. (wheras true nobilitie 
GHoulde moſte abhoꝛre tuch vilanous, and true 
wiledome ſhoulde moſt deteſt ſuch krantike re⸗ 
bellion) though they woulde pꝛetende ſundzte 
cauſes, as the redꝛeſſe of the common wealth, 
(whiche rebellion of all other miſcheekes doth 
moſt deſtrop)oꝛ rekoꝛmation of religion (wher⸗ 
as rebellion is moſt agapnſt all true religion) 
though they haue made a great ſhewe ok holy 
meaning by beginning their -rebeions with 
2 Re. ig. c.. à countertet ſeruice of God, (as dyd wicked Abs 
ſolon begyn his rebellion with ſacrificing vn⸗ 
to God) though they dilplap, and beare about 
enlignes, and banners, whiche are acceptable 
onto the vude ignozaunt.comms people, great 
multitudes of whom by ſuche kalle pꝛetenceg 
and ſhewes they do deceaue, and dꝛawe bnto 
them: pet were the multitudes of the rebeiles 
neuer lo huge and great, the captapnes neuer 
ſo noble, politike; and wittie, the pzetencesfai- 
ned to be neuer to good and holy, pet the ſpee- 
dye ouerthꝛowe of all rebels, or what number, 
ſtate, oꝛ condition ſoeuer they were, o2 what 
colour 02 cauſe ſoeuer they pꝛetended, is, a euer 
hath ben ſuche. that God thereby doth ſhewe 
that he alloweth neither the dignitie of any 
perſon, noꝛ p multitude of any people. noꝛ the 
weight ot any caule as ſufficient fo2 the which 
the ſubiectcs may moue rebeiliõ agaynlſt their 
p2inces, Turne ouer and reade the hiſtoꝛies of 
all nations, looke ouer the Chzonicles of = 
BE owne 
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owne countrey, call to mynde ſo matty rebelli⸗ 
ons ofolde tyme, and ſome petireſhe in memo⸗ 
rie, ye (hal not finde that God euer pꝛoſpered 
any rebellton agapnſt their natural and law⸗ 
kull pꝛince, but contrarywyſe that the rebels 
were ouerthzowen and ſlaine, a ſuch as were 
taken pꝛiſoners, dꝛeadtullp executed. Conſider 
the great and noble families or Dukes, Mar⸗ 
quelles, Carles, a other L oꝛdes, whoſe names 
pe ſhal reade in our chꝛonicles. now cleane ex- 
tinguiſhed and gone, e ſeene out the cauſes of 
the decap, you ſhal fynde that not lacke ot illue 
and heyꝛes male, hath ſo muche wꝛought that 
decap. and walle ot noble blooddes and houſes, 
as hath rebellion. Ind koꝛ fo much as the res 
dꝛelle of the common wealth hath or olde ben 
the vſuall fayned pꝛetence ol rebels, and religt- 
on now ol late beginneth to be a colourot re⸗ 
bellion : let all godlye and diſcrete ſubtectes 
conſyder wel ol both, and kirſt concerningreli- 
gion. It peaceable king Salomon was iudged 
of God to be moꝛe meete to buylde his temple 
(wherby the ozderingot religion is meant) thẽ 
his father kyng Dauid, though other wyte a 
moſt godly kyng, koꝛ that Dauid was a great 
warrier, and had ſhed muche blood, though it 
were in his warres againſt p enemies of God: 
ofthis may al godly and reaſonable ſubiectes 
conſpder,that a peaceable pꝛince, ſpectally our 
moſt peaceable a mercifullMueene, who hat 
hytherto ſhed no blood at al, no not of her moſt 
deadly enemies, is moꝛe like, and karre meeter 
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either to ſet vp, oꝛ to mayntapne true religion, 


then are blooddp rebels, who haue not ſhead 


the blood of gods enemies, as king Dauid had 
done, but do ſecke to ſhead the blood of Gods 


kreendes, of their owne countreymen, and of 


their owne moſte deare kreendes and kynſe- ⸗ 
folke ,yea the deſtruction of their moſte grati⸗ 
ous pꝛince and naturall countrey, foz defence 
of whom they ought to be redie to head their 
blood, vr neede ſhoulde ſorequire. nohat a reli⸗ 
gion it is that ſuche men and byſuche meanes 
woulde reſtoꝛe, map eaſyly be iudged: euen as 
good a religion ſurely, as rebels be good men 
and obedient ſubiectes, and as rebellion isa 
good meane of redꝛeſle and refozmation,beyng 


it ſelfke thegreateſt defozmation of al that map 


potſtbliebe, But as the trueth of the Goſpel] 
ot our ſautour Chꝛiſt beyng quietly and ſober- 
ly taught, though it docolt them their liues 
that do teache it, is able to mayntayne the 
true religion:ſo hath a frantthe religion neede 
of ſuche furious maynteynaunces as is rebel- 
lion, and or ſuche patrons as are rebels, bepng 
redie not to die fo2 the true religion, but to kyl 
al that ſhall oz dare ſpealie agapnſt their falle 
ſuperſtition and wicked rdolatrie - Nowe con- 
cerning pꝛetences of any redzeſle of the comon 
wealth made by rebels, euery man that hath 
but halte an eye, may ſee how vayne they be, 
rebellion being as J haue befozedeclared , the 
greateſt ruine and destruction of all common 
wealthes that may be poſſible. And who 0 
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le counſellers, by the experiment of ſo many 


molt p2ofitable and benefictali vnto our coun⸗ 
trey and countrepmen, and on the other parc, 


conlydereth the perſons, ſkate, andconditions 


of the rebels them ſelues, the refozmers, as 
they take vpon them of the pꝛelent gouerne- 
ment: he lhal finde that the moſt raſh and hare- 


bꝛayned men, the molt greateſt vntriftes,that 
haue moſte lewdly walted their owne goodes 
and landes, thoſe that are ouer the eares in 
debt, a ſuch as foꝛ theftes, robberies, and mur⸗ 


wealth, where good la weg are in foꝛce, ewe 
their faces, ſuche as are of moſt leude a wicked 
behauiour, and life, and all ſuch as will not, oꝛ 
can not liue in peace, are alwapes moſt redie to 
moue rebellion. oz to take part with rebels. 
And are not theſe meete men tro we you, to re⸗ 


ſtoꝛe the common wealth decayed, who haue ſo 


ſpopled and conſumed all their owne wealth a 
thꝛitt! and very iyke to mende other mens ma⸗ 
ners, who haue ſo vyle vices and abominable 
conditions them lelues: Surely that whiche 
they falſely cal rekoꝛmation, is in deede not on⸗ 
I xe a dekacing oꝛ a dekoꝛmation, but alſo an vt⸗ 


ter deſtruction or all commõ wealth, as would 
well appeare , myght the rebelles haue their 
willes, and doth right wel and to well appeare 

by their dopng in ſuche * i "mn wc

loketh on the one part vpon the perlons and 
ouernement of the Queenes moſte honoura- 


peres pꝛoued honourable to her Maieſtie, and 


thers, dare not in any well gouerned common

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where rebels do route, where though they tary 
but a very litle while, they make luch rekoꝛma⸗ 
tion, that they deſtroy al places, a vndo al men 
where they come , that the chylde pet vnboꝛne 
ay rue it, a ſhall many peres hereafcer curſe 
em. Let no good and diſcrete ſubtectes ther⸗ 
koꝛe kolowe the nad de 02 banner diſplayed to 
rebellion,and boꝛne by rebels, though it haue 
che image of the plough paynted therin, with. 
God ſpeede the plough , wꝛitten vnder in 
great letters, knowing that none hinder the 
plough moꝛe the rebels, who wil neither go to 
the plough them lelues, noꝛ ſuffer other that 
woulde go vnto it , And though ſome rebels 
beare the picture of the fine woundes painted, 
agaynlt thoſe who put their onely hope of ſal⸗ 
uation in the woundes of Chzilte, not thoſe 
woiides which are painted ina cloute by ſome 
leude papnter, but in thole woundes whiche 
Chaiſe hym ſelfe bare in his pꝛetious body: 
though they litle knowing what the croſſe of 
Chꝛiſte meaneth , whiche neither caruer noꝛ 
paynter can make, do beare the image ofthe 
crolle painted in a ragge, agapnſt thoſe that 
haue þ crolle of Chzilt painted in their hartes, 
pet though they paint withal in their flagges, 
Hoc ſigno vinces, Pp this ligne thou chalt 
get the victoꝛie: by a mot tond imitatiõ of 
poſie of Cõſtamtinus magnus , that noble Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtian Emperour, and great conquerer of Gods 
enemies, a moſt vnmeete enſigne koꝛ rebels, che 
enemies of God, their pꝛince and countrey ; 0 
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what other banner ſoeyer they ſhall beare, vet 
let no good and godly ſubtect vpon any hope 
ol victoꝛie oꝛ good ſuccelle, folow ſuch ſtandard 
bearers of rebellion. Foz as examples of ſuche 
pꝛactiſes are to be found aſwel in the hiſtoꝛies 
ok olde, as allo ol latter rebellions in our ta - 
thers and our freſhe memoꝛie:ſo not withſtan⸗ 
ding theſe pꝛetences made, andbaners bozne, 
are recoꝛded withall vnto perpetual memozie, 
the great a hoꝛrible murthers of infinite mul- 
titudes and thoulandes of the common people 
flayne in rebellion, the dzeadfull executions of 
khe aucthours & captapnes, the pitifull vndo- 
ing of their wiues 3 childꝛen, and diſberiting 
of the heires of the rebels foz euer, Þ ſpoylyng, 
waſting, a deſtruction of the people a countrey 
where rebellion was kirſt begun that the child 
then yet vnboꝛne might rue a lament it, with 
the final ouerthꝛo we, a ſhameful deathes of al 
rebels, ſet foozth al well in the hiſtoꝛies of foꝛ⸗ 
ratgne nations, as in the Chꝛonicles of our 
owne countrep, ſome therot᷑ being pet in kreſhe 
Lo ik they were collected together, 
would make many volumes and bookes: But 
on the contrarie part, all good lucke, ſucceſſe, 
and pꝛolperitie that euer happened vnto any 
rebels ol any age, tyme, oz countrep, map be 
contayned ina very te we lines, oꝛ woꝛdes. 
wherefoze to conclude, let al good ſubiectes 
conſidering how hoꝛrible aſinne againſt God, 
their pꝛince, their countrey, and countrepmen, 
agaynlt al Gods and mans la wes rebellion is,

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ig noꝛaunte By ambition J meane the vnlaws 
ful # reſtles deſire in men to be of higher eſtate. 
then God hath geuẽ oꝛ appoynted vnto them. 
By ignoꝛaunce, J meane no vnckilkulnelle in 
arteg, oꝛ ſciences, but the lacke ol knowledge cf 
Gods bleſſed wyl declared in his holy woꝛde, 
whiche teacheth both extremely to abhoꝛre al 
rebellid as the roote of al miſcheele, q ſpecially 
to delight in obedience as the begynnyng and 
foundation of al goodnes, as hath ben allo be⸗ 
foze ſpecified. And as theſe are the two cheele 
cauſes of rebellton : ſo are there ſpecially two 
 foztes of men in whom'thele vycesdo raigne. 
by whom the deupl the authour ofal eutbdoth 
cheefly ſtirre vp aldiſobedience and rebettion, 
Thexeffles ambitfous haupng once determi⸗ 
ned by one meanes oꝛ other to 2 — to their 
intended purpoſe, whe they can not by lawful 
and peaceable meanes clime ſo high as theydo 
detire, they attempt the ſame by fozce and vio⸗ 
lente: wherein when they can not . —.— gs 
gaynſt the oꝛdinarie aucthoꝛitie and power of 
lawful pꝛinces and gouernours them ſelues 
alone, they do ſecke the ayde and helpe of the 
tgnozaunt multitude, abuſing them to their 
wicked purpoſe.ydherfoze ſeeynga fewe ambi- 
tious +malitious are the auethours a heades, 
and multitudes of ignozaunt men are the mt- 
niſters and furtherers of rebellion , the cheele 
poynt of this part ſhalbe aſwel to notitie to 
the ſimple c ignoꝛaunt men, who they be. that 
haue ben and be the viſual antrhourst of Rar 
ion, 
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lion that they may know them: and alfo to ad» 
moniche them to be ware of the ſubtil ſuggeſts 
ons of ſuch reſtleſſe ambitious perſons, q ſo to 
klee them: that rebeiltons (though attempted 
by a few ambitious)thꝛough the lack of main. 
tepnaunce by any multitudes, map ſpeedylye 
and ealyly without any great labour, daunger. 
oꝛdamage be rep:efled a clearely extinguithed, 
It is wel knowen aſwell by all hiſtoꝛtes, as by 
daply experience, that none haue eyther moꝛe 
ambitiouſiy aſppꝛed aboue Emperours, Bin⸗ 
ges, and Painces, noꝛ haue moꝛe pernitiouliye 
moued the ignoꝛaunt people to rebellion a- 
gaynſt their pꝛinces, then certapne perſons 
which falſely chalenge to them ſelues to be ons 
ly counted and:calledſpirituall,J muſt there⸗ 
koꝛe here pet once againe bꝛeetely put you good 
people; 4n remembzaunce out of Gods holye 
woꝛde, how our ſautour Jelus Cheilte, and his 
holy Apoſtles, the heades and cheefe ok all true 
ſpiritual andeccleſtaticall men,behaued them 
ſelues towardes the pꝛinces andrulers ol theiie 
time. though not the belt gouernoꝛs that euer 
were. that you be not ignoꝛaunt whether they 
| bethe true dilciples, and folowers of Chꝛiſte 
and his apoſtles, and ſo true ſpirituall men, 
that eyther by ambition do lo highly aſpire, oz 
do moſt malittouſly teache, oꝛmoſt pernitiouſty 
do execute rebellion againſt their lawfulpzins: - 
ces, being the woꝛſt of all carnal woꝛkes a mil⸗ 
cheuous deedeg. The Holy lcripturesdo teache t , 
moſterp:eſly that our ſauiour Chꝛiſt him leit, 1

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Lukaod, 25 and his holy Apoltleſaint Paul, ſaint Peter, 
14.27. withothers, were vnto the magiſtrates @high- 
Ro 3 er powers, which ruled at their bein z vpon the

i. Tim. 2. a. ligentip and earneſtly exhoꝛt all other Chzifff« 
i. Pet. a c.. ans to the-lykie obedience vnto their pꝛinces 
and gouernours : whereby it is euident that | 
men of the cleargte, 4 eccleſtaſticall miniſters, 
as their ſucceſlours, ought both them ſelues 
ſpecially and befoze others to be obedient vnto 
Tokn.« b.. their pꝛinces. and allo to erhoꝛt all others vnto 
Kis. fs. the ſame. Our ſauiour Cheiſte lyne wyſe tea» 
ching by his doctrine that his kyngdome was 
not of this wozld,dyd by his example in fleeing

| confirme theſame:erpzeſly alſo foꝛbidding his 
Mato de Ipobties; aud by chem the whole cleargte, ail 
422-25 paincely dominion quer people and nations, 
Luk. and he and his holy Ipoltles like wyſe, namely 
Mat.23.a.s. Peter and Paul, dyd toꝛbid vntoall eccleſiaſtt- 
Luk 9. f. 46. call miniſters, dominion ouer the Churcheof 
Cor. . d.:4. Chꝛiſte. And in deede whyles that eccleſiaſti⸗ 
V Pet. 5.2.3. call minitters continued in Chꝛiſtes Churche 
in that oꝛder that is in Chuites woꝛde pꝛelcri⸗ 
bed vnto them, and in Chüttan kyngdomes | 
kept them ſelues obedient to their owne pun⸗ 
ces, as the holy ſcriptures do teache them: both 
was Chaiſtes Churche moꝛe cleare from ambi⸗ 
tious emulations a content ons. and the ſtate 
of Chꝛiſtian kyngdomes leile tubiect vnto tu⸗ 
multes and rebellion . But after that ambi⸗ 
tion and deſyze of dominion entred once into

| on chalenge not onipe to be the head of all the 
1 Churche diſperſed thzoughout the wozlde, but.

wozlde, as is expzeſty ſet foozth in the booke of p. vn. 
his owne Canon lawes, moſt contrary tothe & lb. 5 ti. 
doctrine and example of our tauiour Chziſte, den 
whole wicar, and ot his holy Ppoſtles,namelpe 5*** 
Peter, whoſeſucceſſour he pꝛetendeth to be; af» 
ter this amb;tion entred, a this chalenge once 
made by the Byſhop of Rome. he became at 
once the ſpoyler and deſtroper both of the 
Churche, which is the kyngdome of our ſaut- 
our Chꝛiſte, and ol the Chꝛiſtian Emppꝛe, and 
all Chꝛiſtian apngdomes, as an vniuerſall cy- 
raunt ouer all.

uer ceaſling to perſecute them, and the Empe⸗ 
rours who had their ſee and continuaunce in 
- -- Greece, by ſtirring of the ſubtectes to rebelli⸗ 
on agapnſt their i loꝛdes, and by rap» 
ling deadly hatred and moſtcruell warres be⸗ 
tweene them and other Chꝛiſtian pꝛinces. 
And when the biſhops of Rome hadtranſlated 
the title of the Emperour, and as muche as in 
them did lie, the — it ſelfe from their jo2d 
the Emperour of Greece, and ol Rome allo by 
rxpyght, vnto the Chꝛiſtian pꝛinces of the upeſt; | 
they became in ſhozt ſpace no better vnto the 
welt Emperours, then they were betoze vn⸗ 
to the Emperours of Greece: Foz the vſualt: 
diſcharging of: ſubiectes from their othes of: 
fidelitiomat made vnto the Emperours of the weſt 
their ſoucraignelozdes, by the Byſhoppes of 
Rome: the vnnaturall ſtyꝛring vp of the ſub» 
iectes vnto rebellion agapnſt their pinces. 
pea of the ſonne agaynlt the father, by the 
byſhop of Rome: the moſt cruell and bloodre 
warres rayſed amongſt Chꝛiſtian pꝛinces of al 
kynadomes : the hoꝛrible murder of inkinite 
thouſandes of. Chꝛiſtian men beyng ſlayne by 
Chalſtians: and whiche enſyed therevpon, the 
pitifull loſſes offo many goodlye: cities, couns: 
treys.domintons, and kyngdomes ſometpme 
poſſeſſed by Chꝛiſtians in Aſia, Africa, and 
Europa: the miſerable fall of the Emppꝛe and 
Church of Greece, ſometime the moſt tloꝛiſhing 
voy of Ch:ltendome, into the handes of Tut 
es: 
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kes:the lamentable diminiſhing. decay, and ru⸗ 
ine of chꝛiſtian religion: thedzeadfull encreaſe 
of Paganitte, and power of the Inkidels and 
mtlcreantes,and al by the pꝛactiſe and pzocure- 
ment of the bychop of Rome chiefelye, is in the 
hiſtoꝛies, and chꝛonicles wꝛitten by the byſhop 
ol Romes owne fauourers and freendes, to be 
ſeene, and is well knowen vnto all ſuch as are 
acquaynted with the ſayde hiſtoꝛies. 

Che ambitious intent and moſt ſubtil dꝛifts 
ofp byſhops ol Rome in theſe their pzactiſes, 
appeared euidentip by their bolde attempt in 
ſpoyling and robbing the Emperours of their 
townes, cities, dominions, and kyngdomes in 
Italie, Lumbardie, and Cicilie,of auncient ryght 
belonging vnto the Empyze, a by the ioyning 
ok them vnto their byſbopzike of Rome, oꝛeis 

geuing them vnto ſtraungers to holde them ol 

the Church and bychops ol Rome as in capite, 

and as ofthe chiele loꝛdes ther eo: in whiche 
tenure they holde the mot part thereofeuen 
at this day. By theſe ambitious and in deede 
traiterous meaneg.,andſpoyling of their ſoue⸗ 
raigne loꝛdes, thebiſhops of Rome of pꝛieſtes. 
and none other by rygyt, then the bychops of 
one citie and dioceſſe, are by falſe vſurpation 
become great loꝛdes of many domintos, migh- 
tie Pꝛinces, pea oꝛ Emperours rather, as clap⸗ 
ming to haue diuers pꝛinces a kynges to their 
vaſlalies, ieige men, and ſubiectes: as in the 
ſame hiſtoꝛies witten by their owne familiers 
| courtiers is to be teene. And in deede lince the 
k tyme 
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tyme that the byHops of Rome by ambition, 
treaſon, and vlurpation atcheeued and attep⸗ 
ned to this height and greatnefle,they behaved 
them ſelues moꝛe like pꝛinces. kinges, and Em⸗ 
perours in al thinges, then remained like pꝛie · 
ſtes,. byſhops, a eccleſtaſticall, oz (as they would 
be called) ſpiritual perſons in any one thing at 
all. Foꝛ after this rate they haue handled other 
kinges and pꝛinces ol other Realmes thꝛough⸗ 
out Chꝛiſtendome, aſwell as their ſoueraigne 
lozdes the Emperours, vſually diſcharging 
their ſubiectes of their oth offidelicie, a lo firs 
ring them vp to rebellion agaynit their natu- 
rall pzinces, whereof ſome examples ſhall in 
the laſt part hereof, be notified vnto you, 
herekoꝛe let all good ſubiectes, knowyng 
thele the ſpeciall inſtrumentes, and miniſters 
of the deuill to the ſtirring vp of all rebellions, 
auoyde and flee them, and the peſtilent ſugge- 
ſtions ot ſuche fozraigne vlurpers, and their 
adherentes, and embꝛace all obedience to God, 
their naturall pꝛinces and loueraignes, that 
they may eniop gods bleſiinges, and their pꝛin . 
ces fauour, in all peace, quietnes.a ſecuritie in 
this woꝛld, a finally attaine thꝛough Chyiſtour 
ſauiour lite euerlaſting in the woꝛlde to come: 
which God the father koꝛ the ſame our ſauiour 
Jelus Chꝛiſte his ſake graunt vnto vs all, to 
whom with the holye ghoſt, be all honour and 

glozy woꝛld without ende. Amen.

By ignoꝛaunce, the Juich cleargie induced 
the common people to aſke the deliuerie ot Ba⸗ 
rabbas the ſeditious murtherer, and to ſue koꝛ 
the cruell cruciłiyng ot our ſautour Chꝛiſte, fox 
that he rebukedtheambittion,fuperſtition,and 
other vices of the high pꝛieſtes and cleargie. 
Foꝛ as our ſautour Chꝛiſte teſtitiech, that thoſe 
who crucified him, wylt not what they dyd: lo 
doth the holpe apoſtle [aint Paul tap, Jfthey 
had knowen, yt they had not ben ignoꝛaunt, 
they would neuer haue crucified the Loꝛde ol 
glozy: but they kne we not what they dyd. Our 
ſautour Chꝛiſte him ſelte alſo fozeſhewed that 
it ſhould come to paſſe by ignoꝛance, that thoie 
who ſhoulde perlecute and murther his true a- 
poſtles and diſciples, ſboulde thinne thep dyd 
God acceptable ſacritice, and good ſeruice: as it 
allois verified euen at this day. And in this ig⸗ 
noꝛaunce haue the byſhops of Rome kept the 
people of God, ſpecially the common ſoꝛt, by no 
megnes ſo much as by the withdꝛa wing of ho 
1 F Wo! e, 
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woꝛde of GD Dfrom them, and bp keeping it 
vnder the vale of an vnanowen ſtraunge ton⸗ 
gue. Foꝛ as it ſerued the ambitious humour ot 
the biſhops of Rome. to compell all nations to 
ble the natural language ok the citie of Rome, 
where they were byſhops, which ſhewed a cer» 
taine acknowledging ot lubiection vnto them: 
ſo pet ſerued it muche moꝛe their craftie pur- 
poſe, therby to keepe all people ſo blinde, that 
they not linowpng what they pꝛaped, what 
they beleued, what they were commaunded by 
God, might take all their commaundementes 
toꝛ Gods. Foꝛ as they would notluffer the holp 
ſcriptures oꝛ Churche ſeruice to be vſed oꝛ had 
in anp other language then the latine:ſo were 
very few euẽ of the moſt ſimple people, taught 
the Loꝛdes pꝛaper, the articles of the taith, and 
the ten cõ̃maundementes, other wyle then in 
latine, whiche they vnderſtoode not: by which 
bntuerſall ignoꝛaunce, all men were readie to 

beleue what ſo euer they laide, a to do what ſo 

euer they commaunded, Foz to imitate Þ apo» Si cogno- 
ſtles phaſe: Jf the Emperours ſubiectes had nigen. 
knowẽ out of Gods woꝛde their duetie to their 

pꝛince, they would not haue ſuffered the bilyop 
of Rome to perſwade them to koꝛſake their ſo- Gregori- 
ueraigne loꝛd the Emperour agaynſt their oth us. 2. &.. 
ol kidelitie, and to rebell agaynſt hym,onlye koꝛ Anno do. 
that he caſt Images (vnto the which idolatrie 726. &c.

leſt the pooze people ſhould knowe to much, he 
woulde not let them haue as muche of Gods 
woꝛde, as the ten commaundementes wholly 
and perfectly, withdzawing from them the ſe⸗ 
cond commaundemet, that bewꝛapeth his im⸗ 
pietie, by a ſubtill ſacrilege. Had the Empe⸗

ol Rome dyd beare them in hande, that it was

ſanding at al? Spectally had they knowen | 
that they did al this to plucke from their ſoue- 

raigne loꝛde, and htsſucceſſours foꝛ euer their 

àuncient right ofthe Empire, to geue it vnto 
the Romiſhe Cleargie , and to the Biſhop of 
Rome, that he might koꝛ the confirmation of 
one Archbiſhop, x fo2 a Romiſhe ragge, whiche 
he calleth a Paule, ſcarce wozth twelue pence, 
receaue many thouſand crownes of golde, and 
of other Byſhops lykewyle great ſummes of 
money to2 their bulles , whiche is ſymonie in 
deede: woulde, J ſay, chꝛiſtian mengſublectes 
by rebellion haue ſpent ſo muche Chꝛiſtian 
blood, and haue depoſed their naturall, moſte 
noble, and moſte valiaunt pꝛince, to bꝛyng the 
matter finally to this paſle , had they kno wen 
what they dyd, oꝛ had any vnderſtandyng in 
Gods woꝛde at all? And as theſe ambitious 
vſurpers the biſhops of Rome haue ouerklow⸗ 
ed all Italie and Germanie with ſtreames of 
Chꝛiſtian blood, ſhed by the rebellions ol igno⸗ 
raunt ſubiectes agapnſt their naturall Lozdes 
the Emperours, whom they haue ſtyꝛred ther⸗ 
vnto by ſuche falſe pzetenies: fo is there no 
countrey in Chꝛiſtendome, whiche by their 
lyke meanes and falſe pzetenſes , hath not

No we had Eng⸗ 
lichmen at that tyme kno wen their duetie to 
their pꝛince let kooꝛth in Gods woꝛde. woulde 
a great manie of the nobles, and other Eng⸗ 
liſhmen, naturall ſubtectes, fo2 this foꝛraigne 
and vnnaturall vſurper his vayne curſe of the 
kyng,and fo2 his fapgned diſchargyng of them 
of their othe of fidelitie to their natural loꝛde. 
vppon ſo ſclender oꝛ no grounde at all, haue 
rebelled agapnſt their loueraigne Loꝛde the

tinually not onlye ſpoylyng the Realme and 
kynges of Englande of infinite treaſure, but 
allo with the fame money hyꝛyng and main- 
teining fozraigne enemies againſt the Realme 
and kinges of Englande, to kepe them in lache 
his ſubiection, that they ſhoulde not refuſe to 
pay what ſo euer thoſe vnſactable wolues dyd 
greedely gape foꝛ and ſufier what ſo euer thoſe 
molt cruell tyzauntes woulde lap vpon them. 
would Engliſhmen haue ſuffered this? would 
they by rebellion haue cauſed this trowe you,

ting. But in kyng Johns tyme the byſhop of 
Rome vnderſtanding the bzuteblindnes,fgnos 

raunce of Gods woꝛd, and tuperſtition of Eng · 
liche men. and howe muche they were enclined 

to woꝛchip the babylonical beaſt of Rome, and 

to feare al his thꝛeatninges, a cauleles curſes, 

he abuſed them thus, and by their rebellion 
bꝛought this noble Realme, and fipyges of 
Englande vnder his mol cruell tyzanny, and 
to be aſpoyle of his moſte vyle and vnſactable 
couetouſnes and rauenie, koꝛ a long, a a great 
deale to long a tyme. Ind to iopne vnto the res 
poztes of hiſtoꝛies, matters of later memoꝛie, 
coulde thebiſhop of Rome haue rayled the late 
rebetlions in the No2th and weſt countreys in 
thetymes of kyng Yenry and kyng Edwarde 
our gratious Soueraignes father a bzother, 
but by abuſing of the ignoꝛaunt people? Oꝛ is 
it not moſt euident that the Byſhop of Rome 
hath ol late atteptedby his Jrich Patriarkes 
and byſhops ſent from Rome with his bulles 
(whereof ſome were depꝛehended) to bꝛeake 
downe the barres and hedges or the publique 
peace in Jrelande, only vpon conkidence eaſily 
to abuſe the ignozaunce of the wylde Jride 
men? Oꝛ who leeth not that vppon lyke conki⸗ 
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lande with the long and bleſſed continuaunce 
whereof he is loꝛe greeued) by the miniſtery of 
his diſguiſed chaplaines, creeping in lay mens 
apparell into the houſes, a whiſpering in the 
eures o certayne:Nozthen boꝛderers, beyng 
men molt ignoꝛaunt of their duetie to GOD 
and ther pꝛince of all people of the Kealme, 
whom thereto:e as moſt meete and redie to ex⸗ 
ecute his intended purpole, he hath by the laide 
ignoꝛaunt malle pꝛieſtes, as blinde guydes lea⸗ 
dyng the blind, bꝛought thoſe ſeely blynde lub⸗ 
tectes into the deepe dptche of hozrible rebelli⸗ 
on, damnable to them ſelues, a very daunge⸗ 
rous to the ſtate of the realme, had not God of 
his mercxe miraculouſly calmed that ragyng 
tepeſt;not onlye without any hipwzake of the 
comon wealth, but almoſt without any ſheds 
ding of Chꝛiſtian a Engliſh blood at al. Ind it 
is pet much moꝛe to be lamented, that not only
